The reso- 
lution as originally introduced was 
sponsored by Speaker W. Cecil Neill 
and others, but it was later pointed 
out that the amendment practically 
nullified its purpose. 

Treasurer Speer cited the wording 
of the constitution of the state, which 
reads, in Article 3, Section 9: “Mile- 
age shall not exceed 10 cents for each 
mile traveled, by the nearest prac- 
ticable route, in going to and return- 
ing from the capital.”

upheld by the St. Louis circuit court 
of appeals and by the supreme court. 
He also received a sentence of nine 
months in the workhouse on the same 
charge, 

The operations of the Egan gang in 
St. Louis attracted wide attention last 
year, when several daring mail rob- 
beries were executed by the members 
of the gang.

The anti-foreign feeling seemingly 
'was eonfined wholly to the students 
acting under bolshevist influence, al- 
though China's yielding to the pow- 
ers’ demands has not gained general 
circulation. ° 

Although reaffirming the Boxer pro- 
tocol, China's reply which wag sent 
this morning, asserts that the for- 
eign commanders exceed the authority 
conferred by the protocol but China 
wishes to avoid extreme methods. 

Mass Meeting Suppressed. 

Student mags mecting for the repu- 
diation of the provisional government 
in acceding to foreign demands was 
suppresged by the police today.

The army dirigible RS-1 was victori- 
ous January 27 in one of the most 


furious battles ever fought in the air 
against the wind, it was revealed for 
the first time today. Two struts on 
her contro] car were broken when she 
attempted to land at Scott field, near 
Belleville, Ill., and she was forced 
aloft, there to remain for 15 hours, 
while her crew of 13 suffered from 
cold and hunger. 

The story was told by Charles P. 
Burgess, associate professor of aero- 
nautics at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, who was on board as 
technical observer. Professor Burgess 
also was on the navy airship Shenan- 
doah on the night, more than two 
years ago, when she broke loose from 
her mooring mast at Lakehurst, N.-J. 
He said the experiences on the RS-1 
were more trying than on the Shenan- 
doah. 

The RS-1, in command of Lieu- 
tenant O. B. Anderson, had been aloft 
for four hours on her third trial flight. 
She was warned by radio that high 
winds were expected and headed for 
Scott field. By the time she was 
landed and was being pulled toward 
her hangar the wind had so increased 
in velocity that she began to pound 
on the ground like a vessel in heavy 
breakers. Two struts on the con- 
trol cabin were smashed gnd Lieu- 
tenant Anderson, seeing the ship 
would be wrecked in further attempts 
to house ‘her,. ordered the engines 
started and the ground lines freed. 
It was then 1 o'clock in the afternoon.
